T&e  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  in  the 
Baptist  Chapel,  St.  Helen  Street,  Montreal,  on  Thursday 
evening,  February  4,  1847.  Joseph  Wenham,  Esquire, 
occupied  the  Chair. ' 

It  was  also  a  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
convened  by  public  advertisement,  agreeably  to  the  Act  of 
Incorporation,  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  alterations  in 
the  Bye-laws  as  might  be  approved  by  the  meeting. 

The  following  Resolutions  were  passed : — 

Moved  by  the  R^v.  F.  Boswobth,  A.M.,  and  seconded  by 

Mr.  Rollo  Campbell  : 

That  the  Report  now  read  be  received,  printed,  and  circulated 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  and  that  the  following  gentle¬ 
men  be  the  Office-bearers  and  Committee  of  the  Society  for  the  en¬ 
suing  year,  with  power  to  fill  up  vacancies,  and  to  add  to  their 
number,  viz. :

“  That  we  record  with  sentiments  of  lively  gratitude  the  assistance 
afforded  by  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society,  as  well  as  the  generous 
kindness  manifested  by  our  friends  in  Great  Britain,  the  United  States, 
and  in  this  and  the  other  British  North  American  Provinces,  who 
have  taken  a  sincere  interest  in  our  missionary  efforts,  especially  as 
connected  with  the  Swiss  Missions — and  to  whom  we  are  much  in¬ 
debted  for  the  means  which  have  enabled  us  to  sustain  this  most 
valuabhe  undertaking.” 

Moved  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Churchill,  and  seconded  by 

Mr.  W.  Muir  : 

“  That,  in  reviewing  the  occurrences  of  the  past  year,  we  consider 
the  completion  and  opening  of  the  new  College,  an  event,  the  consum¬ 
mation  of  which  should  call  forth  our  best  hopes  and  earnest  prayers, 
that  it  may  prove  a  blessing  to  the  Denomination,  as  well  as  Society 
at  large,  trusting,  that  in  this  undertaking,  which  has  involved  a  large 
expenditure  and  considerable  debt,  we  shall  experience  the  sympathy 
and  assistance  of  the  Christian  public.” 

Moved  by  the  Rev.  J.  Gridley,  and  seconded  by  the  Rev. 

J.  Girdwood  : 

“  That,  as  a  portion  of  the  Christian  Church,  we  are  committed  to 
the  great  work  of  making  known  the  Glorious  Gospel  of  the  Blessed 
God,  and  not  forgetting  the  injunction  given  to  those  who  were  first 
sent  forth,  that  they  should  ‘begin  at  Jerusalem,*^  our  best  and 
united  efforts  are  demanded  on  behalf  of  those  who,  in  the  providence 
of  God,  are  brought  more  immediately  within  the  sphere  of  the 
Society’s  operations.” 

Moved  by  Mr.  Hearle,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Milne  : 

“  That,  whereas,  the  Committee  of  the  Society  unanimously  agreed, 
at  a  Meeting  held  on  May  21,  1846,  to  recommend  for  the  adoption 
of  this  Annual  and  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Society,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  additions  to  the  Bye-Laws,  viz. : — 

‘  That  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  appoint,  annually,  the 
Corresponding  Committee,  at  its  first  meeting,  and  place  on  it  one 
member,  at  least,  duly  qualified,  belonging  to  every  church  that  has 
contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  during  the  preceding  year. 

‘  That  the  members  of  the  Corresponding  Committee  be  allowed  to 
vote  by  proxy  on  all  questions  involving  any  alteration  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Society ;  that  notices  of  all  such  motions  be  issued 
from  Montreal  six  weeks  before  the  General  Meeting  at  which  they 
will  be  considered ;  and  that  copies  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the 
Corresponding  Committee. 

Therefore,  be  it  and  it  is  hereby  resolved,  that  the  above  additions 
stand  in  the  Bye-Laws  of  the  Society  as  7th  and  8th  Articles,  under 
the  head  of  Government.” 


ANNUAL  REPOET. 


The  year  which  has  now  closed  has  been  distinguished  by 
anxieties  of  no  common  order.  When  your  Committee  entered 
upon  their  duties  in  the  month  of  February  last,  they  found 
the  Society  burdened  with  a  heavy  debt,  which  threatened  to 
cripple  its  energies  and  impair  its  usefulness.  Desirous  as 
they  were,  to  lessen,  and  if  possible  to  remove  this  burden, 
they  have  been  totally  unable  to  accomplish  their  wishes.  The 
debt  has  been  gradually  increasing  through  the  year,  and  now 
amounts  to  a  sum  which  cannot  be  contemplated  without  very 
serious  apprehensions.  If  it  be  inquired,  why,  under  such  cir¬ 
cumstances  the  Committee  did  not  contract  their  operations, 
they  have  only  to  reply  that  they  feared  to  take  any  step  which 
would  cause  the  work  of  God  to  cease,  and  that  therefore  they 
persevered,  in  the  hope  that  deliverance  would  arrive  from 
some  quarter,  after  a  necessary  trial  of  faith  and  patience. 
They  are  called  to  surrender  their  trust  without  realising  that 
hope,  bequeathing  to  their  successors  such  obligations  and 
responsibilities  as  will  require  to  be  undertaken  in  humble 
reliance  on  divine  aid,  and  earnest  prayer  for  wisdom  and 
grace. 

In  proceeding  to  furnish  a  brief  account  of  the  efforts  and 
labours  of  the  past  year,  your  Committee  will  adopt  the  fol¬ 
lowing  arrangement : — General  Missionary  Operations — the 
Tuscarora  Indians — the  College — and  the  Swiss  Mission. 

General  Missionary  Operations, 

Beginning  with  Canada  West,  where  a  wide  field  of  useful¬ 
ness  presents  itself,  the  Committee  first  direct  attention  to 
Paris.  Their  esteemed  friend  the  Bev.  N.  Bosworth,  F.  R. 
A.  S.,  labours  there,  with  his  accustomed  assiduity,  and  enjoys 
gratifying  indications  of  the  Divine  blessing.  His  ministry  is 
attended  by  a  numerous  congregation.  The  Sunday  School 
contains  100  children.  The  Bible  Class  is  in  an  encouraging- 
state.  A  house  for  the  Pastor,  adjoining  the  place  of  worship, 
is  in  course  of  erection,  and  will  be  ready  for  his  use  early  in 
the  ensuing  summer.  This  is  a  promising  and  important 
station. 

There  are  other  stations  in  the  same  district,  which  your 
Committee  would  have  willingly  aided,  had  they  possessed  the 
means.  They  were  only  able  to  vote  a  small  grant  to  the 
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Rev.  J.  Winterbotham  of  Brantford^  whose  active  and  self- 
^nying  efforts  are  rewarded  with  a  pleasing*  degree  of  success. 
The  church  under  his  care  is  in  a  prosperous  state.  Connected 

^  efficient  Sunday  School,  which  is  pro¬ 

vided  with  a  good  Library. 

^  Some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Niagara  District 
since  the  last  meeting.  The  Connexion  with  the  Rev.  J. 
Vrooman  of  Queenston  was  dissolved  in  the  month  of  April, 
and  in  consequence  the  coloured  church  at  Niagara  has  been 
deprived  of  that  superintending  care  which  it  evidently  needs. 

At  Druninfiondville  the  Rev.  A.  Cleghorn  has  been  favoured 
with  manifestations  of  Divine  goodness.  It  has  pleased  God 
to  bless  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  and  the  other  efforts 
employed^  by  his  servant.  A  church  has  been  formed,  which 
now  consists  of  27  members.  Several  persons  have  been  bap¬ 
tized  on  profession  of  faith.  A  neat  and  commodious  place  of 
worship  has  been  erected,  on  a  lot  of  ground  kindly  given  for 
the  purpose  by  James  Buchanan,  Esq.,  formerly  Britannic 
Consul  at  New  York,  who  also  on  the  day  of  opening  pre¬ 
sented  forty  bibies  for  the  use  of  the  Congregation,  and  takes 
^  lively  interest  in  the  cause.  The  Committee  hope  that  Bap¬ 
tists  who  visit  Niagara  Falls  will  encourage  this  infant  church 
by  their  presence  and  aid. 

The  Committee^  next  advert  with  much  pleasure  to  St, 
Catherines^  in  which  place  the  Rev.  W.  Hewson  proclaims 
the  glad  tidings  and  otherwise  labours,  cheered  by  those 
tokens  of  mercy  which  animate  the  ministers  of  Christ,  and 
sustain  them  under  discouragements.  The  Church  over  which 
he  presides  contains  76  members  ;  there  are  45  children  and  9 
teachers  in  the  Sabbath  School,  and  150  volumes  in  its  Library, 
Two  Bible  Classes,  comprising  35  young  persons,  enjoy  the 
benefit  of  Mr.  H.’s  constant  instruction.  Peace  is  experienced : 
may  large  prosperity  be  added  ! 

The  Rev.  R.  A.  Fyfe,  Pastor  of  the  Church  at  Toronto ^  has 
communicated  interesting  information  to  your  Committee, 
respecting  the  state  of  religion  in  that  important  city.  Not¬ 
withstanding  the  inconvenient  location  of  the  Baptist  Chapel, 
it  is  well  filled  with  attentive  hearers.  The  church  is  very 
much  united,  and  is  working  well.”  There  are  many  anxious 
enquirers  in  the  Congregation,  several  of  whom  have  applied 
for  fellowship.  The  Sunday  School  is  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
^ion.  ^  The  want  of  a  good  place  of  worship  in  a  more  suitable 
situation  is  severely  felt.  A  strong  effort  will  be  made  in  the 
Spring  to  secure  this  desirable  object.  The  Committee  com¬ 
mend  it,  with  their  best  wishes  for  success,  to  the  benevolence 
of  the  Christian  public,  assured  that  assistance  will  not  be 
withheld  by  those  who  desire  the  prosperity  of  the  Redeemer’s 
cause.  The  commanding  position  of  Toronto,  and  the  influ¬ 
ence  which  a  lively  and  flourishing  church  must  exert  over  the 
neighbouring  district,  will  be  especially  considered  by  the 
friends  of  the  denomination. 
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It  would  have  given  your  Committee  great  pleasure  to  pre^ 
sent  an  equally  favourable  report  of  the  state  of  religion  at 
Kingston^  as  resulting  from  the  efforts  made  to  sustain  the 
cause  there.  They  rejoice  that  three  persons  have  been  bap¬ 
tized  during  the  year,  and  that  the  Sabbath  School  contains  80 
children,  for  whose  use  a  Library  has  been  purchased.  The 
church,  however,  is  small,  and  the  congregation  not  so  nume¬ 
rous  as  could  be  desired.  The  need  of  a  revival  is  much  felt. 
“We  enjoy  some  very  comfortable  seasons,”  the  Rev.  A. 
Lorimer  observes,  “  while  at  the  same  time  we  have  cause  to 
lament  that  sinners  are  not  turned  to  the  Lord.  A  spirit 
prompting  to  union  in  efforts  of  a  general  or  Catholic  character 
is  much  needed  among  the  evangelical  ministers  and  churches 
here.” 

Brochville  is  a  flourishing  station.  The  Lord  has  graciously 
blessed  the  exertions  of  the  assiduous  pastor  of  that  church, 
the  Rev.  R.  Boyd.  His  ministry  is  much  prized  by  the  people. 
The  Congregation  has  gradually  increased  since  the  opening 
of  the  place  of  worship  about  two  years  and  a  half  ago ; 
should  it  continue  to  increase,  a  gallery  will  be  soon  required. 
The  Sabbath  School,  which  has  existed  only  a  year  and  a  half, 
numbers  40  children,  and  possesses  a  Library.  In  a  recent 
communication,  Mr.  Boyd  says : — 

“Though  in  common  with  many  of  our  brethren  in  other  parts 
of  the  country,  we  have  to  lament  that  during  the  past  year  little 
success  has  attended  the  preaching  of  the  word  in  the  conversion  of 
sinners,  yet  we  are  not  without  encouraging  symptoms.  The  strong 
prejudice  with  which  w'e  have  had  to  contend  is  breaking  dow’ii,  our 
congregations  are  beginning  to  be  composed  of  less  fluctuating  mate¬ 
rials,  and  many  of  those  who  only  came  occasionally,  are  beginning 
to  show  more  interest,  not  only  by  a  constant  attendance  on  the  means 
of  grace,  but  by  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  gospel.  Indeed  so 
much  are  W’e  encouraged  in  this  respect,  that  we  have  strong  hopes  of 
being  able  next  year  to  do  without  the  kind  assistance  which  we  have 
hitherto  received  from  the  Society.  Throughout  the  District  the 
Baptist  Churches  are  evidently  improving.  They  are  displaying 
more  of  a  Missionary  spirit,  and  their  piety  becoming  more  intelli¬ 
gent  and  enlightened.” 

The  Rev.  Allan  M‘Lean  labours  at  Osnahruck  and  Corn-- 
wally  and  preaches  occasionally  in  some  neighbouring  villages. 
Six  persons  have  been  added  by  baptism  to  the  church  at 
Cornwall  since  the  last  annual  meeting.  Mr.  Charles  Smith, 
one  of  the  Students  of  the  College  at  Montreal,  is  assisting 
Mr.  M‘l.!ean  during  the  winter. 

In  the  Bear  of  Chatham  the  Rev.  John  King  faithfully 
dispenses  the  Word  of  Life,  at  four  different  places.  He 
laments  the  low  state  of  religion,  and  expresses  a  longing 
desire  for  greater  usefulness.  Yet  he  has  not  been  unblessed, 
having  baptized  41  persons  within  the  last  three  years.  The 
Sunday  School  contains  37  children. 
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The  churches  at  Stanbridge  and  St.  Armands  are  now  i 
dependent  on  the  unaided  activity  of  the  Rev.  F.  N.  Jersey ;  I 
his  associate  in  labour,  the  Rev.  W.  Porterfield,  having  removed 
to  another  part  of  the  Province.  Mr.  Jersey  is  encouraged  in 
his  work,  though  sometimes  overborne  by  its  pressure.  A 
suitable  coadjutor  would  be  a  great  acquisition  to  the  cause  of 
Christ  in  that  District. 

The  Committee  have  much  satisfaction  in  stating  that  the 
ministry  of  the  Rev.  D.  Marsh  at  Quebec  continues  to  be 
attended  with  encouraging  results.  Several  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  church,  which  is  now  in  a  state  of  entire 
peace  and  harmony.  A  commodious  place  of  worship  is  much 
wanted,  the  inconveniences  connected  with  the  building  now 
occupied,  being  such  as  materially  to  interfere  with  the  atten¬ 
dance.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Church  and  Congre¬ 
gation,  held  on  New  Year’s  day,  a  subscription  for  a  new 
chapel  was  commenced,  and  the  liberality  and  zeal  then  dis¬ 
played  warrant  the  hope  that  this  desirable  object  will  be 
eventually  accomplished,  though  not  without  strenuous  efforts, 
and  kind  help  from  other  parts  of  the  Province.  This  case, 
too,  the  Committee  heartily  recommend  to  benevolent  consi¬ 
deration. 

From  the  Rev.  A.  Gillies  of  Eaton,  your  Committee  have 
recently  received  cheering  intelligence,  which  will  be  best 
conveyed  in  his  own  words  : — 

“The  religious  aspect  in  different  parts  of  this  field,  has  greatly 
changed  within  a  few  months ;  much  for  the  better,  we  hope.  About 
the  beginning  of  October,  the  Quarterly  Association  met  in  this  place, 
We  were  favoured  with  the  valuable  labours  of  brethren  E.  Mitchell 
and  J.  Waldron.  The  meetings  were  continued  several  days  beyond 
the  ordinary  time.  Then  we  held  evening  meetings  nearly  every 
evening  in  the  week,  which  have  continued  with  but  little  interrup¬ 
tion  until  the  present  period.  Shortly  after  the  commencement  of 
the  meeting,  many  of  the  brethren  came  forward,  and  with  their  pas¬ 
tor,  made  hearty  confession  of  their  sins  before  God.  The  scene  was 
most  affecting,  and  w  ill  not  soon  be  forgotten  by  those  present.  It 
reminded  us  of  the  days  of  Ezra,  when  the  people  wept  bitterly  on 
hearing  the  law  of  the  Lord  their  God.  So  we  felt,  that  there  was 
great  need  of  confession,  and  repentance,  and  forsaking  of  sin  among 
us  as  a  Church. 

A  goodly  number  of  such  as  had  unhappily  backslidden  from  God, 
we  trust,  have  returned  to  their  father’s  house,  and  again  found  ‘  peace 
in  believing  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost.’  O  that  others  who  still 
wander  upon  the  barren  mountains  of  sin,  and  famish  with  hunger, 
might  also  speedily  arise  'and  go  to  their  Father,  who  has  bread 
enough — and  to  spare.’ 

There  has  been  something  of  an  awakening  among  the  impenitent 
part  of  the  community.  Many  have  been  inquiring  the  way  of  sal¬ 
vation.  May  the  Lord  himself  guide  their  feet  into  the  path  of  life  1 

A  few  days  since,  we  were  favoured  with  the  rare  but  unspeakable 
privilege  of  leading  three  willing  converts  down  into  our  Jordan,  and 
baptizing  them  in  obedience  to  the  great  commission.  They  appear 
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to  be  going  on  their  way  rejoicing.  One  is  a  very  interesting  case,  of 
a  young  woman  recently  from  Ireland,  formerly  a  Koman  Catholic.* 
She  appears  to  be  much  better  informed  than  the  generality  of  her 
countrywomen.  By  a  prayerful  reading  of  the  word  of  God,  and 
preaching,  and  the  influence  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  she  has  been  led  to 
the  ‘  Lamb  of  God  who  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world.*  When  she 
was  asked  how  she  obtained  her  present  views  of  religion,  the  answer 
was,  ‘I  saw,  and  I  read,  and  I  believed.’  She  is  now  very  anxious 
for  her  parents  and  relatives,  who  are  yet  in  Ireland,  and  still  bound 
in  the  superstitious  errors  of  Popery.” 

It  may  be  added,  that  the  Sabbath  School  at  Eaton  contains 
60  children. 

In  closing  this  part  of  the  Report,  the  Committee  have  to 
express  the  painful  feelings  by  which  they  have  been  too  often 
oppressed,  arising  from  their  inability  to  render  the  assistance 
which  deserving  cases  required.  Applications  for  aid  have 
been  repeatedly  laid  before  them,  to  which  they  have  been 
compelled  to  return  negative  answers ;  though  fully  aware  that 
in  many  instances  small  amounts  of  pecuniary  help  would 
suflSce  to  establish  new  churches  or  resuscitate  decaying  ones. 
If  the  brethren  in  England  (to  whose  liberality  this  Society  is 
much  indebted)  could  examine  for  themselves  the  state  of  the 
country,  they  would  not  only  be  thankful  that  the  money  sent 
to  Canada  has  been  so  profitably  expended,  but  they  would 
resolve  to  place  augmented  resources  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Committee,  in  the  firm  persuasion,  that  by  a  judicious  appor¬ 
tionment  of  the  united  fund  the  best  results  would  follow. 

A  valued  correspondent  justly  observes, — “  There  may  be 
more  romance  in  sending  Missionaries  to  India,  Africa,  or 
China  ;  but  I  question  much  whether  an  energetic  effort  is 
not  wanted  as  much  in  Canada  as  in  any  part  of  the  world, 
and  whether  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  there  would  not  be 
a  richer  harvest  gathered.”  Another  correspondent,  after 
alluding  to  certain  defects  and  evils,  which  good  men  of  all 
denominations  deplore,  says  : — “  I  wish  several  more  Ministers 
could  be  introduced  among  us — men  of  the  right  stamp — who, 
while  firmly  bearing  their  testimony  to  the  real  and  solid  truths 
of  the  gospel,  would  attract  by  their  kindness  of  manner,  and 
by  a  holy  and  consistent  walk  and  conversation,  adorning  the 
doctrine  of  God  their  Saviour,  shew  to  the  people  the  way 
they  should  go.  We  want  more  practical  religion — more  of 
the  fruits  of  the  Spirit — in  place  of  the  religion  of  forms,  of 
spasms,  and  of  clanship^  Concurring  in  these  remarks, 
your  Committee  cherish  an  earnest  desire  for  a  large  addition 
of  holy,  well-instructed  men,  to  the  number  of  those  who 
are  already  in  the  field,  and  who  amongst  many  discourage¬ 
ments  and  hardships  have  rendered  good  service  to  Canada. 
The  latter  would  no  doubt  gladly  welcome  a  supply  of  fellow- 
labourers,  and  cordially  co-operate  with  them  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord. 
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Tuscarora  Indians. 

In  the  last  Report,  the  members  of  the  Society  were  in¬ 
formed  that  the  Six  Nations  of  Indians  had  been  induced  to 
solicit  a  reservation  of  laijid  for  their  exclusive  use,  and  that 
the  lot  occupied  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Landon  was  situated  in  that 
reservation.  As  it  had  been  deemed  expedient  to  comply  with 
their  request,  Lord  Cathcart  proposed,  instead  of  disturbing 
the  arrangement,  to  recommend  to  the  Indians  to  make  a  grant 
of  land,  within  their  own  boundaries,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Baptist  Chapel,  on  which  the  Educational  Institute  so  long 
projected  and  so  ardently  desired  by  the  members  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Congregation,  and  their  neighbours,  might  be  erected. 
This  effort,  too,  failed  of  success,  in  consequence  of  the  machi¬ 
nations  of  bigoted  white  men,  whose  employers  in  England,  it 
is  hoped,  will  take  a  right  view  of  their  conduct,  and  prevent 
a  repetition  of  proceedings  so  disgraceful.  The  result  was, 
that  Mr.  L’s.  property  was  surrendered  and  the  plans  formed 
by  your  Committee  frustrated.  Their  regret  on  this  account 
was  removed,  however,  when  they  learned  that  George  Var- 
don.  Esq.,  of  the  Indian  Department,  who  visited  the  tribes  in 
Canada  West  last  fall,  had  succeeded  in  persuading  them  to 
appropriate  certain  lands  to  the  establishment  of  Manual 
Labour  Schools,  to  be  conducted  under  the  superintendance 
of  Government,  and  on  entirely  liberal  principles,  in  regard 
to  religion.  Should  this  arrangement  be  carried  into  effect,  one 
of  the  schools  will  be  erected  on  the  land  lately  held  by  Mr. 
Landon,  and  its  advantages  will  be  enjoyed  by  the  children 
connected  with  the  Congregation  under  the  care  of  this  So¬ 
ciety.  But  recent  information  of  an  unsatisfactory  kind  has 
been  received,  which  leads  your  Committee  to  apprehend  that 
efforts  employed  by  the  foes  of  religious  equality  may  yet 
prove  successful,  and  that  the  benevolent  intentions  of  the 
Government  may  be  defeated.  Should  these  fears  be  realized, 
it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year  to 
take  such  steps  as  shall  tend  to  secure  the  important  object, 
which  their  predecessors  had  sought,  but  in  vain,  to  accom¬ 
plish. 

Your  Committee  regret  to  state,  that  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Lan-^ 
don,  whose  labours  had  proved  so  acceptable  and  useful  to  the 
Indians,  relinquished  his  engagement  with  the  Society  in 
October  last.  He  is  now  residing  at  Woodstock.  Previous 
to  his  removal,  a  severe  attack  of  fever  had  prostrated  his 
strength,  and  rendered  change  of  air  necessary.  Besides  this, 
the  time  for  giving  up  his  house  and  land  was  drawing  near, 
and  a  convenient  location  was  difficult  to  be  obtained.  Under 
these  circumstances  he  judged  it  best  to  retire,  at  least  for  a 
season.  Mr.  B.  H.  Carryer,  whose  kind  assistance  had  been 
frequently  enjoyed,  consented  to  conduct  the  religious  services 
of  the  Indians  till  some  permanent  arrangement  could  be 
made.  A  letter  recently  receivedfromhim,  contains  the  pleasing 
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intelligence  that  the  state  of  the  church  exhibits  signs  of 
spiritual  prosperity.  Some  who  had  wandered  from  the  paths 
of  rectitude  have  been  restored,  public  worship  is  so  well  at¬ 
tended  that  the  little  chapel  will  scarcely  accommodate  the 
Congregation,  and  many  have  been  brought  under  serious  im¬ 
pressions,  some  of  whom  are  candidates  for  baptism.  Mr. 
Landon  is  expected  to  visit  the  Station  next  Lord’s  Day  (Feh. 
7).  In  a  letter  dated  Jan.  21,  1847,  he  says  : — 

“  I  have  promised  to  be  with  them  the  first  Sabbath  of  next  month, 
to  baptise  several  new  converts,  one  of  whom  I  have  long  known  as  a 
most  worthy  character.  He  speaks  English,  has  some  education,  is 
rather  given  to  reading,  and  if  deeply  imbued  with  the  spirit  of 
Christ,  (and  I  am  told  there  is  reason  to  hope  he  is,)  he  will  not  fail 
to  be  a  very  useful  member  of  the  Church.” 

The  College. 

Nineteen  Students  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  at  different  times  during  the  past  year,  and  sixteen  are 
still  in  connection  with  it,  of  whom  twelve,  supported  by  the 
Society,  are  under  preparation  for  the  Christian  Ministry. 

The  course  of  studies  includes  Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew, 
Syriac,  Theology,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Logic,  Mathematics, 
and  Natural  and  Moral  Philosophy. 

The  Annual  Examination  was  held  April  28  and  29,  1846. 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  M‘Gill,  Taylor,  Wilkes,  and  Gird  wood, 
kindly  attended  on  that  occasion.  The  following  letters, 
addressed  by  those  gentlemen  to  the  President,  will  be  read 
with  interest : —

Montreal,  May  5,  1846. 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, — In  reviewing  the  lengthened  Examination 
of  the  Students  under  your  care,  and  that  of  your  excellent  colleague, 
which,  during  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  last,  I  had  the  opportunity  of 
witnessing,  I  beg  to  express  to  you  the  high  satisfaction  which  this 
Examination  afforded  me.  Amidst  different  degrees  of  proficiency 
in  the  saveral  exercises  in  which  they  have  been  engaged  during  the 
present  session,  they  evinced  in  their  analysis  and  translations  of  the 
Greek  and  Hebrew  languages,  a  commendable  skill.  In  theology, 
considering  the  very  limited  time  in  which  they  have  been  engaged  in 
this  department  of  study,  the  Students  displayed  an  accurate  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  evidence  of  divine  revelation,  of  the  Socinian  controversy, 
and  of  the  ecclesiastical  history  of  the  first  three  centuries — the  sub¬ 
jects  to  which  our  examination  in  this  department  was  chiefly  con¬ 
fined.  With  such  careful  instruction  in  the  rudiments  of  sacred  lite¬ 
rature,  the  hope  may  well  he  indulged,  that  they  will  in  due  time 
reach  such  attainments  as  may  prepare  them  for  becoming  able  minis¬ 
ters  of  the  New  Testament.

My  Dear  Sir, — Having  been  present  at  the  Annual  Examination 
of  the  Baptist  College  in  this  city,  which  took  place  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  I  beg  leave  to  express  the  gratification  which  I  received, 
in  common  with  the  other  visitors  who  were  there,  from  the  exercises. 
The  Students  were  subjected,  in  my  hearing,  to  a  long  and  searching 
examination  on  the  leading  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion,  on 
some  of  the  most  important  Theological  Controversies,  and  on  some 
of  the  earlier  periods  of  Church  History,  and  on  all  these  points  dis¬ 
played  an  acquaintance  with  the  subject,  which  reflected  great  honor 
on  theijp  own  diligence,  and  the  diligence  and  ability  of  their  instruo- 
tors.

They  also 
visit  the  Jail  and  the  General  Hospital,  for  the  purpose  of  dis¬ 
tributing  Tracts,  and  communicating  religious  instruction. 

!  During  the  summer,  some  of  them  rendered  occasional  aid  to 
i  the  Rev.  T.  Osgoode,  in  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  Sailors  and 
I  Emigrants.  They  also  assist  in  the  St.  Helen  Street  and 

i  Grilfintown  Sunday  Schools. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  the  new  College  has  been. 

!  completed.  Its  opening  took  place  August  20th  and  21st  last.. 
The  exercises  on  that  memorable  occasion  were  thus  reported 
in  the  Montreal  Register  of  Aug,  27  : 
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j  Interesting  event  took  place  on  Thursday  last.  It  was 
truly  a  (felightful  and  memorable  day.  Friends  from  Quebec 
and  the  Eastern  Townships,  and  from  various  parts  of  Canada 
West,  were  present.  All  appeared  happy  and  thankful ;  happy, 
doubtless,  because  they  were  thankful,  for  such  is  the  wise  and 
gracious  arrangement  of  the  divine  administration.  ‘‘It  is 

good  to  sing  praises  unto  our  God ;  it  is  pleasant ;  and  praise 
IS  comely.” 

Devotional  exercises  occupied  the  first  place.  At  4,  p.m., 
the^  Committee  and  a  goodly  number  of  the  friends  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  assembled  in  the  College  Hall  for  praise  and  prayer. 
Having  celebrated  the  glory  of  the  Saviour,  by  singing  the 
well-known  hymn,  “  All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus’  name,”  and 
listened  to  the  reading  of  the  103d  Psalm,  the  meeting  acknow- 
ledged  the  goodness  of  God,  and  sought  the  continuance  of 
ms  favour.  The  devotional  services  were  conducted  by  the 
brethren  James  Thomson,  Wenham,  M‘Phail,  and  Girdwood. 
The  President  of  the  College  then  delivered  an  Address  to  the 
Students,  exhorting*  them  to  endeavour  earnestly  to  secure  the 
divine  blessing,  by  the  cultivation  of  personal  piety— -by  dili¬ 
gence  in  study— by  discreet  and  holy  conduct— and  by  efforts 

to  be  useful.  Brother  Jersey,  of  Stanbridge,  concluded  with 
prayer. 

In  the  evening  the  College  Hall  was  well  filled.  Many 
friends  belonging  to  other  denominations  were  present  on  the 
occasion.

solemnly  devote  this  Building  to  the  interests  of  learning  and  piety.”

Edwards,  of  Peterborough,  C.  W. 

“  That  it  is  gratifying  to  this  Meeting  to  learn,  that  while  the 
theological  instruction  imparted  in  this  College  to  candidates  for  the 
Christian  Ministry,  will  necessarily  harmonise  with  the  views  enter¬ 
tained  by  the  Baptist  Denomination,  the  collegiate  course  for  general 
students  being  purely  literary  and  scientific,  will  be  unaffected  by  re¬ 
ligious  peculiarities,  and  open  to  persons  of  good  moral  character,  of 
all  classes  and  persuasions.” 

These  resolutions  having  been  passed,  the  Rev.  D.  Marsh, 
of  Quebec,  delivered  an  Oration,  to  which  the  audience  lis¬ 
tened  with  deep  attention  and  interest.  The  subject  was 

General  Education.” 

The  Rev.  W.  Taylor,  A.  M.,  Minister  of  the  United  Seces¬ 
sion  Church,  Montreal,  then  proceeded  to  deliver  a  second 
Oration,  on  “the  importance  of  Education  to  the  Christian 
Minister.”  It  was  highly  interesting  and  instructive. 

On  Friday  evening,  the  21st  instant,  a  Soiree  was  held  in 
the  College.  The  assembly  was  considerably  more  numerous 
than  on  the  preceding  evening.  Tea  and  coffee,  with  the 
usual  accompaniments,  were  supplied  in  the  College  Hall. 
The  company  then  adjourned  to  a  large  room  on  the  third 
floor,  which  was  tastefully  fitted  up  for  the  occasion,  and 
adorned  with  evergreens,  flags,  and  banners.  James  Thomson, 
Esq.,  of  Laprairie,  presided.  After  prayer  by  the  Rev.  John 
Edwards,  and  some  introductory  observations  by  the  chairman, 
the  following  resolutions  were  passed : —

The  doxology  was  then  sung,  the  benediction  pronounced, 
and  the  meeting  closed,  all  present  appearing  to  be  highly 
satisfied  with  the  proceedings  of  the  evening. 

On  both  evenings  the  College  apartments  were  open  to  the 
inspection  of  visitors,  and  were  very  generally  admired,  both 
for  the  excellence  of  the  workmanship,  and  for  the  adaptation 
of  the  arrangements  to  the  purposes  of  the  Institution.’* 

For  the  information  of  friends  in  other  parts  of  the  Province, 
the  following  description  of  the  building  is  furnished : — 

The  College  is  built  of  stone.  It  is  120  feet  long,  and  56 
feet  wide,  exclusive  of  the  portico,  which  is  72  feet  in  length. 
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and  13  in  breadth :  the  pillars,  six  in  number,  are  composed 
of  blocks  of  solid  stone,  three  feet  square,  and  upwards  of  two 
feet  thick.  The  roof  is  covered  with  tin. 

The  basement  story  contains  the  dining-room,  kitchen, 
laundry,  servants’  rooms,  cellar,  and  other  conveniences :  at 
the  south  end  are  corresponding  arrangements  for  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  family. 

The  principal  story  comprises  the  College  Hall,  (50  feet  by 
25),  library,  two  class-rooms,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by 
Professor  Bosworth,  as  his  study,  and  the  other  for  recitations ; 
— together  with  a  suite  of  apartments  for  the  President — draw¬ 
ing-room,  parlour,  study,  and  four  bed-rooms. 

The  second  story  contains  Professor  Bosworth’ s  private 
room,  in  the  centre  ;  with  sixteen  studies,  and  as  many  bed¬ 
rooms  for  the  students. 

The  third  story  is  at  present  unfinished.  When  completed, 
it  will  accommodate  as  many  students  as  the  second  story  ; 
and  additional  accommodation  may  be  provided  in  the  attic 
story,  should  it  ever  be  required. 

The  friends  of  the  Institution  are  particularly  requested  to 
bear  in  mind  its  twofold  object.  It  is  partly  designed  for 
general  education,  which  may  be  obtained  at  a  reasonable  rate 
by  any  young  persons  of  good  moral  character,  not  being  under 
fourteen  years  of  age,  who  may  wish  to  enjoy  the  advantages 
offered  them.  The  Baptists  of  this  Province,  it  may  be  rea^ 
sonably  expected,  will  patronize  the  Institution,  by  placing 
their  sons  beneath  its  roof ;  and  Christians  of  other  denomi¬ 
nations,  finding  that  there  is  no  interference  with  the  religious 
opinions  of  General  Students,  will  not  hesitate  to  do  the  same. 

The  other  and  more  important  object  for  which  the  College 
has  been  erected,  that  is,  the  instruction  and  training  of  pious 
young  men  for  the  Christian  ministry,  will  surely  be  appreci¬ 
ated  by  the  Churches  of  Canada.  To  them  the  Committee 
confidently  look  for  support  in  this  great  enterprise,  and  they 
trust  that  their  friends  throughout  the  Province  will  aid  them, 
not  only  by  liberal  contributions,  but  also  by  encouraging 
young  Christians  of  strong  minds  and  fervent  piety  to  conse¬ 
crate  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  on  account  of 
the  Building  Fund,  will  be  appended  to  this  Report.  The  de¬ 
sirableness  of  reducing  the  debt  is  so  apparent,  since  otherwise 
the  payment  of  interest  will  be  a  serious  item  in  every  year’s 
expense,  that  the  Committee  refrain  from  extended  observations 
on  the  subject,  and  content  themselves  with  expressing  their 
assurance  that  the  friends  of  education  will  show  their  accus-^ 
tomed  liberality. 
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The  Swiss  Mission, 

As  it  is  intended  to  hold  shortly  a  Special  Public  Meeting', 
at  which  a  full  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Swiss  Missions 
of  Grand  Ligne  will  be  given,  the  Committee  abstain  on  the 
present  occasion  from  offering  minute  details,  and  will  only 
present  a  general  view  of  the  operations  of  the  past  year,  and 
of  the  present  state  of  the  Mission. 

The  usual  services  and  eflPorts  have  been  continued  during 
the  year,  at  Grande  Ligne  and  its  immediate  neighbourhood, 
and  your  Committee  rejoice  to  say  that  they  have  been  attended 
with  very  encouraging  success.  If  in  some  cases  it  has  been 
necessary  to  exercise  discipline  and  remove  the  disorderly, 
agreebly  to  the  laws  of  the  Saviour,  the  vacant  places  have 
been  filled  up  with  new  converts,  whom  divine  grace  has 
rescued  from  the  destructive  errors  of  Rome.  The  Committee 
record,  with  much  thankfulness,  the  accession  of  twelve  mem¬ 
bers  to  the  Church,  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  So¬ 
ciety. 

The  Mission  Family  consists  at  present  of  thirty-six  per¬ 
sons,  including  Madame  Feller,  the  Missionaries,  and  twenty- 
three  pupils,  most  of  whom,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  engaged  in 
the  work  of  God,  as  Colporteurs  or  School  Teachers.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Gavin  left  the  Institution  in  October  last.  Mr. 
Gavin  is  labouring  at  present  at  Plattsburg,  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  in  connection  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
that  town.  There  is  a  considerable  French  population  in  the 
district.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  Mr.  Gavin's  efforts  will  be 
useful  to  them. 

The  Elementary  Day  School  at  Grande  Ligne  contains 
thirty  children,  whose  parents  reside  in  the  immediate  neigh¬ 
bourhood.  They  are  instructed  at  present  by  Jacob  Dalpe,  a 
young  man  who  has  been  several  years  under  the  care  of  the 
Missionaries,  and  conducts  the  School  to  their  satisfaction. 

In  addition  to  Biblical  Researches  and  Theological  Instruc¬ 
tion,  the  pupils  resident  in  the  house  are  engaged  in  the  study 
of  Latin,  Greek,  History,  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry, 
and  Physiology,  according  to  their  respective  abilities,  under 
the  care  of  the  Rev.  L.  Normandeau.  The  Elementary 
branches  are  taught  by  Toussaint  Riendeau.  A  Public  Exam¬ 
ination,  held  in  May  last,  afforded  gratifying  proof  of  their 
iproficiency  in  the  various  branches  of  knowledge  in  which 
they  had  been  trained,  encouraging  the  belief  that  the  pains 
and  expense  bestowed  on  them  will  be  amply  rewarded. 

The  Committee  have  also  to  report  that  Theodore  Lafleur, 
a  young  man  who  had  been  a  student  at  Grande  Ligne  upwards 
of  two  years,  and  who  appears  to  possess  prornising  talents  for 
the  Christian  Ministry,  has  proceeded  to  Geneva,  since  the 
last  Annual  Meeting,  at  the  expense  of  the  Society,  to  study 
Theology  in  the  Institution  over  which  the  celebrated  Dr. 
Merle  D’Aubigne  so  ably  presides.  He  has  been  very  kindly 
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received,  and  has  commenced  his  studies  with  g^ood  prospects 
of  a  favourable  issue.  The  Committee  commend  him  to  the 
prayerful  regards  of  their  Christian  friends. 

At  Sherrington^  Mademoiselle  Perusset  perseveres  in 
her  exertions,  in  the  spirit  of  true  devotedness.  Upwards  of 
thirty  children,  most  of  whom  belong  to  Roman  Catholic 
families,  attend  her  school,  and  evince  warm  attachment  to 
their  teacher.  Mademoiselle  Perusset  embraces  other  oppor¬ 
tunities  of  doing  good,  by  visiting  the  neighbouring  houses, 
and  reading  the  Scriptures  to  their  inmates;  Her  efforts  are 
not  unattended  with  personal  danger ;  nevertheless,  she  con¬ 
tinues  to  labour,  and  reaps  as  well  as  sows. 

Eloi  Roy  traverses  a  large  district  around  Henryville^  and 
performs  the  work  of  a  Colporteur  with  indefatigable  diligence. 
Some  of  the  fruits  of  his  labours  are  already  found  in  the 
Church  at  Grande  Ligne.  New  openings  for  usefulness  are 
frequently  presented.  Referring  to  the  Swiss  Mission  Regis¬ 
ter  for  further  particulars,  the  Committee  will  only  add,  in 
this  place,  that  Miss  Newton  has  been  stationed  at  Henryville, 
as  a  teacher,  and  that  in  the  school  under  her  superintendence 
thirty-five  children  are  receiving  instruction. 

Occasional  visits  are  still  paid  to  Chazy,  as  opportunity 
permits. 

The  District  of  St,  Pie  is  as  interesting  as  ever.  Recent 
intelligence,  which  will  be  communicated  in  the  next  number 
of  the  Swiss  Mission  Register^  furnishes  striking  evidence 
that  the  Lord  graciously  blesses  his  word.  The  Church  at 
St.  Pie  has  been  encouraged  by  the  addition  of  thirteen 
members,  all  of  whom,  with  one  exception,  have  been  brought 
out  of  the  errors  and  superstitions  of  Romanism.  A  protracted 
meeting,  lately  held,  appears  to  have  been  blessed  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Church,  as  well  as  to  others  who  met  with  them, 
awakening  penitence,  humbling  the  souls  of  men  before  God, 
and  producing  fruits  of  righteousness  to  his  glory.  Dr.  Cote 
informs  the  Committee  that  several  persons  are  in  a  hopeful 
state,  whose  conversion,  there  is  reason  to  expect,  will  be  ere 
long  reported. 

These  successes  have  excited  the  rage  of  the  enemies  of  the 
truth.  The  Jesuits,  fearing  the  results  of  the  spread  of  the 
gospel,  held  continuous  meetings  at  St.  Hyacinthe,  a  short 
time  ago,  with  a  view  to  revive  the  zeal  of  the  Romanists, 
and  check,  if  possible,  the  advance  of  evangelical  principles. 
They  chanted  masses — preached  against  Protestantism — and 
burned  Bibles — but  all  in  vain.  Instead  of  accomplishing 
their  purpose,  they  had  the  mortification  to  learn  that  some 
who  had  hitherto  been  steadfast  in  Romanism  had  been  led  by 
these  proceedings  to  inquire  a’fter  truth,  and  ultimately  to  em¬ 
brace  it.  Persecution  was  then  resorted  to,  and  not  without 
effect.  The  lives  of  two  persons  were  in  danger,  and  they 
were  compelled  to  leave  St.  Hyacinthe  and  take  refuge  in 
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another  place.  This,  too,  the  Committee  doubt  not,  will  be 
overruled  for  good:  the  Lord  will  “cause  the  wrath  of  man 
to  praise  him,” 

The  Colporteurs  in  the  District  of  St.  Pie,  discharge  their 
duties  with  fidelity  and  zeal.  Joseph  Nicolle,  Frangois 
L’Amoureux,  Frangois  Maurisette,  Eusebe  Menard,  and 
Romuald  Desroches,  are  constantly  employed  in  the  good 
work.  They  are  favoured  with  ready  access  to  the  houses  of 
the  French  Canadians,  and  quietly  difTuse  the  truths  of  the 
gospel  among  a  large  population. 

The  schools  at  St.  Pie  and  Beree  are  going  on  favourably. 
One  of  the  schools,  near  St.  Pie,  was  discontinued  some  time 
ago,  but  will  be  replaced  by  another,  about  to  be  established, 
under  the  care  of  Baptiste  Auger,  son  of  the  late  deacon  of  the 
Church  of  St.  Pie,  who  has  been  engaged  for  several  months, 
in  the  Grande  Ligne  District,  as  a  Colporteur.  About  120 
children  have  received  instruction  during  the  year. 

There  are  two  new  Stations,  one  at  Canaan,  and  the  other 
at  Thessalonica,  which,  if  they  can  be  efficiently  occupied, 
promise  a  rich  harvest,  by  the  divine  blessing  on  the  means 
employed. 

In  furtherance  of  these  operations,  the  following  grants 
have  been  received  : — from  the  Montreal  Auxiliary  Bible 
Society,  30  Bibles  and  110  Testaments  ;  from  the  American 
Sunday  School  Union,  a  Sunday  School  Library  and  other 
books ;  and  from  the  American  Tract  Society,  Tracts  to  the 
amount  of  17,100  pages;  besides  donations  of  books  from 
benevolent  individuals,  an  account  of  which  will  be  inserted 
at  the  close  of  this  Report. 

The  number  of  labourers  employed  during  the  year,  as 
Missionaries,  Colporteurs,  or  School  Teachers  (not  including 
their  wives,  unless  they  are  actually  engaged  in  the  work)  is 
twenty-four  ;  the  number  of  Stations  and  sub-stations,  eleven. 
Upwards  of  200  children  have  received  instruction.  About 
one  hundred  and  seventy  persons  are  united  in  church  fellow¬ 
ship,  at  Grande  Ligne  and  St.  Pie. 

Such  is  the  undertaking  in  which  this  Society  is  engaged. 
It  is  arduous  and  honourable  ;  involving  solemn  responsibili¬ 
ties  ;  requiring  great  faith  ;  often  calling  into  exercise  quali¬ 
ties  seemingly  incompatible — simplicity  and  prudence — affec¬ 
tion  and  firmness — calm  consideration  and  ardent  zeal :  and 
withal,  so  conducted  and  controlled,  in  the  wisdom  of  God,  as 
that,  while  extraordinary  success  has  accompanied  the  endea¬ 
vours  of  his  servants,  for  which  they  cannot  be  sufficiently 
grateful,  they  have  been  continually  reminded  of  their  absolute 
dependence  on  his  Providence  and  grace,  and  taught,  not 
without  painful  experience,  that  it  is  God  who  “  worketh  all 
in  all.”  Employment  in  such  an  undertaking  is  a  high  dis¬ 
tinction,  of  which  the  best  men  might  be  lawfully  amffitious. 
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It  is  obvious  that  this  Society  could  not  have  taken  up  the 
burden  alone.  The  confidence  with  which  aid  was  looked  for 
ifrom  the  father-land  has  been,  indeed,  somewhat  disappointed, 
jin  consequence  of  the  unusual  deficiency  of  the  funds  of  the 
Parent  Society  ;  5^et  the  Committee  report  with  gratitude  the 
exertions  of  English  Ladies  (for  which  they  are  chiefly  indebted 
I  to  M  rs.  [Dr.]  Davies,)  from  whom  three  cases  were  received 
last  Fall,  containing  useful  and  fancy  articles,  by  the  sale  of 
I  which,  the  sum  of  £110  currency,  has  been  already  realised. 
It  is  not,  surely,  too  much  to  expect,  that  the  energies  of  Bri¬ 
tish  Christians  will  be  aroused  on  behalf  of  the  work,  when  its 
extent  and  importance  are  fully  known. 

The  Committee  have  also  to  state  that  Madame  Feller,  ac¬ 
companied  by  Ivladame  Normandeau,  visited  the  United  States 
in  October  last,  and  received  from  friends  in  New  York,  Bos¬ 
ton,  Providence,  Philadelphia,  and  other  places,  the  sura  of 
1100  dollars,  partly  to  be  appropriated  to  general  operations, 
and  partly  to  the  erection  of  a  new  kitchen  at  Grande  Ligne, 
which  was  urgently  required,  and  is  now  nearly  finished.  The 
Key.  R.  A.  Fyfe,  of  Toronto,  went  with  them,  and  succeeded 
to  a  considerable  extent,  in  removing  difficulties  and  doubts, 
and  exciting  interest  in  the  object,  among  the  Baptist  Churches 
wTiich  he  visited.  The  repetition  of  such  visits  will  be  mutu¬ 
ally  advantageous. 

It  is  further  the  pleasing  duty  of  the  Committee  to  report, 
that  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Cramp,  one  of  your  Secretaries,  performed 
a  tour  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  in  June  and  July 
last,  and  obtained  contributions  for  the  Swiss  Mission,  to  the 
amount  of  £174  10s.  9d.  currency.  The  Churches  in  the 
Lower  Provinces  evinced  a  lively  interest  in  the  work,  and 
they  will  respond,  on  some  future  occasion,  to  another  appeal. 
Nor  was  this  the  onl}^  object  gained  :  the  foundation  of  a 
union  between  all  the  Baptists  of  British  North  America  was 
laid,  which,  it  is  reasonably  anticipated,  will  be  productive  of 
profitable  results  to  all  parties. 

To  the  Montreal  Ladies’  Association  in  aid  of  the  Grande 
Ligne  Missions,  the  Committee  acknowledge  themselves  deeply 
indebted.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  Mrs.  W.  Roy, 
has  forwarded  the  sum  of  £32  15s.  lid.,  being  the  amount  of 
subscriptions  collected  in  Montreal.  The  further  sum  of  £14 
14s.  fid.  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of  certain  household 
articles  for  the  use  of  the  Mission,  and  of  materials  for  cloth¬ 
ing,  which  were  afterwards  made  up  by  the  Ladies,  and  sent 
to  Grande  Ligne  and  St.  Pie  ;  while  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  useful  and  fancy  articles,  already  referred  to,  would  not, 
certainly,  have  reached  the  amount  mentioned,  but  for  their 
wise  management  and  persevering  assiduity. 

In  addition,  very  liberal  contributions  have  been  received 
from  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Society,  as  the  statement 
of  accounts  will  show.  Nevertheless^  the  excess  of  expend!* 
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ture  over  receipts,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st  last, 
amounts  to  £4t4:S  16s.  8d.  :  yet  it  would  have  been  much  lar¬ 
ger,  but  for  extraordinary  exertions  and  sacrifices.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  of  the  highest  importance  to  secure  the  engagement  of  a 
larger  number  of  Christians,  in  different  parts  of  the  world, 
and  of  all  evangelical  denominations,  in  this  truly  noble  enter¬ 
prise. 

Publications. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  informing  the  friends  of  the 
Society,  that  the  Montreal  Register  is  evidently  gaining  in¬ 
creased  esteem  and  confidence  in  the  Denomination.  Could  a 
few  hundred  more  subscribers  be  obtained,  much  pecuniary 
benefit  would  result  to  the  Society;  at  the  same  time,  the 
subscribers  themselves  would  reap  the  personal  advantage  de¬ 
rived  from  the  regular  perusal  of  a  useful  paper,  and  thus  all 
concerned  would  be  profited. 

In  the  Swiss  Mission  Register^  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grande  Ligne  Mission  are  reported.  This  paper  is  distributed 
gratuitously  among  the  subscribers  to  the  Society.  They  are 
respectfully  requested  to  aid  its  circulation,  for  which  purpose 
supplies  will  be  forwarded  to  them,  if  they  will  indicate  to  the 
Secretaries  the  number  required. 

Conclusion. 

The  entire  receipts  for  the  year  1846  were  £2742  14s.  Id., 
including  the  following  items : — grants  from  the  Parent  So¬ 
ciety  in  England,  £482  5s.  7d. ;  contributions  from  friends  in 
Great  Britain,  £48  11s.  Id. ;  in  Canada,  £606  6s.  9d. ;  in  the 
United  States,  £508 ;  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick, 
£174  10s.  9d.  The  entire  expenditure  was  £3691  Os.  5d. 
The  amount  received  for  the  Swiss  Missions  was  £1323  6s. ; 
the  amount  expended,  £1772  2s.  8d.  The  debt  of  the  Society, 
on  the  31st  of  Decemljer  last,  on  the  Missionary  account,  was 
£948  6s.  4d. 

Having  faithfully,  although  briefly,  reported  the  transactions 
of  the  year,  your  Committee  retire  from  office.  They  trust 
that  those  who  will  succeed  them  will  undertake  their  duties 
in  a  prayerful  spirit,  determined  to  “have  faith  in  God.”  That 
faith  may  be  sharply  tried.  Yet  let  none  be  dismayed.  The 
silver  and  the  gold  are  the  Lord’s,  and  all  hearts  are  in  his 
hand.  He  will  not  suffer  his  cause  to  sink.  Let  the  eye  be 
single — the  spirit  evangelical — the  motive  pure — the  aim  di¬ 
vine  :  then  shall  the  issue  abundantly  reward  the  labourer, 
while  in  all  things  God  will  be  glorified  through  J esus  Christ 
our  Saviour.  Amen.

TO  INCORPORATE  THE

(8  VICTORIA,  CHAPTER  46,) 


Whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  the  Legislature  of  this  Province, 
that  divers  inhabitants  thereof,  who  have  constituted  themselves  a 
Society  by  the  name  and  style  of  The  Canada  Baptist  Missionary 
Society y  having  for  its  object  the  education  of  pious  young  men  for  the 
Christian  Ministry,  and  general  education,  and  also  the  support  of 
Ministers  of  the  Baptist  denomination  and  others,  whilst  engaged  in 
preaching  the  Gospel  or  communicating  religious  instruction  in  Can¬ 
ada,  have  used  their  efforts  to  establish  a  College  in  the  City  of  Mon¬ 
treal,  in  the  District  of  Montreal,  and  are  engaged  in  erecting  and 
establishing  the  same:  And  whereas,  it  would  tend  greatly  to  advance 
and  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  said  College,  and  to  promote  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  established,  that  the  said  Canada  Baptist 
Missionary  Society  should  be  incorporated :  Be  it  therefore  enacted 
by  the  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
the  Province  of  Canada,  constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and 
under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  intituled.  An  Act  to  re-uniie 
the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada^  and  for  the  Government 
of  Canada,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  there  shall  be  anJ  there  is  hereby  constituted  and  established  in 
the  said  City  of  Montreal,  in  the  District  of  Montreal,  a  body  politic 
and  corporate  under  the  name  of  “  The  Canada  Baptist  Missionary 
Society,'^  which  said  Corporation  shall  consist  of  the  Rev.  John  Moo- 
kett  Cramp,  A.M.,  the  Rev.  John  Girdwood,  the  Rev.  Frederick 
Bosworth,  John  Try,  James  Thomson,  the  elder,  Joseph  Wenham, 
James  Milne,  Robert  Morton,  Robert  Drake,  Thomas  Churchill,  John 
Dunn,  James  Mills,  James  Hearle,  Joseph  Leeming,  Thomas  M. 
Thomson,  William  Muir,  and  Alexander  Hamilton,  the  present 
members  of  the  said  “  Canada  Baptist  Missionary  Society,'^  and  all 
other  persons  who  are  now  or  may  hereafter,  under  the  By-laws  of 
the  Corporation,  become  members  of  the  said  Society,  so  long  as  they 
shall  continue  members  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
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^aid  By-laws,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  a 
Common  Seal,  with  power  to  change,  alter,  break  and  renew  the 
^me,  when  and  as  often  as  they  shall  think  proper;  and  the  said 
Corporation  may,  under  the  same  name,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  prosecute  and  bo 
prosecuted,  in  all  places  whatsoever  in  this  Province ;  and  shall  have 
full  power  at  any  general  meeting,  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  make 
and  establish  such  and  so  many  By-laws  (not  being  contrary  to  the 
Laws  of  this  Province,  or  to  this  Act)  as  they  shall  deem  useful  or 
necessary,  as  well  concerning  the  admission  of  members  as  the  con¬ 
ditions  upon  which  any  person  shall  remain  a  member  of  the  said 
Corporation,  the  system  of  education  in,  and  for  the  conduct  and 
government  of  the  said  College,  and  of  any  other  Institution  or 
School  connected  with  or  dependent  on  the  same,  and  of  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  thereof,  and  for  the  superintendence,  advantage  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  all  the  property,  moveable  or  immoveable,  belonging  to,  or 
which  shall  hereafter  belong  to  the  said  Corporation,  and  for  appoint* 
ing  such  Trustees,  Officers,  or  Body  for  managing  the  affairs  thereof, 
and  investing  them  with  such  powers  and  granting  them  such  tenure 
of  office  as  the  Corporation  may  deem  expedient,  and  shall  have  power 
to  take,  under  any  legal  title  whatsoever,  and  to  hold  for  the  use  and 
purposes  of  the  said  Corporation,  without  any  further  authorization 
or  letters  of  mortmain,  all  land  or  property,  moveable  or  immoveable, 
which  may  hereafter  be  sold,  ceded,  exchanged,  given,  bequeathed,  or 
granted  to  the  said  Corporation,  or  to  sell,  alienate,  convey,  let,  or 
lease  the  same,  if  need  be  :  Provided  always,  that  the  net  rents,  issues, 
and  profits,  arising  from  the  immoveable  property  and  territorial  ac¬ 
quisitions  of  the  said  Corporation,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the 
annual  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds,  current  money  of  this  Province. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  at  any  time  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  five  members  of  the  said  Corporation, 
by  a  notice  to  be  published  at  least  ten  days  previously,  in  some  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Montreal,  to  call  a  general  meeting 
of  the  Members  of  the  Corporation,  to  be  held  at  some  certain  place 
in  the  said  City,  to  be  named  in  such  notice,  on  a  day  and  at  an  hour 
to  be  also  named  therein ;  and  at  such  meeting,  or  at  any  adjourn¬ 
ment  thereof,  the  majority  of  the  members  present,  the  whole  number 
present  not  being  less  than  ten,  (except  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a 
Chairman  and  adjourning,  for  which  any  number  shall  suffice,)  shall 
have  power  to  make  any  such  By-laws  as  aforesaid,  as  well  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  as  for  regulating  the  mode  in  which  general  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  called  and  held,  and  may  at  any  sub¬ 
sequent  general  meeting  to  be  so  called  and  held,  amend  or  repeal  the 
said  By-laws,  or  any  of  them. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  property  now  held  by  or  in  trust 
for  the  said  Canada  Baptist  Missionary  Society^  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
vested  in  the  Corporation  hereby  constituted  for  the  use  and  purposes 
thereof. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  the  property  which  shall  at  any 
time  belong  to  the  said  Corporation,  as  well  as  the  Revenue  thereof, 
shall  at  all  times  be  exclusively  applied  and  appropriated  to  the  pur¬ 
poses  mentioned  in  the  preamble  to  this  Act,  and  the  advancement  of

education  in  the  said  College  and  the  Schools  and  educational  estab¬ 
lishments  thereon  dependent  or  therewith  connected,  and  to  no  other 
object,  institution  or  establishment  whatever  unconnected  with  or  in¬ 
dependent  of  the  same. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  member  of  the  said  Corporation 
shall,  in  his  private  or  natural  capacity,  be  liable  for  any  debts  or  ob¬ 
ligations  of  the  Corporation.  i 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  said 
Corporation  to  submit  annually  to  each  of  the  three  Branches  of  the 
Legislature,  during  the  first  fifteen  days  of  each  Session  thereof,  a 
detailed  statement  showing  the  immoveable  property  held  by  them, 
with  the  estimated  value  of  the  same,  and  the  revenue  derived  there¬ 
from. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  Act  shall  he  a  public  Act,  and 
shall  be  judicially  noticed  accordingly  by  all  Judges,  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  and  Officers  of  Justice,  and  by  all  other  persons  whomioevcr, 
without  being  specially  pleaded. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  not  extend  to  weaken, 
diminish  or  extinguish  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Her  Majesty,  Her 
Heirs  and  Successors,  nor  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  body  politic 
or  corporate,  excepting  only  such  rights  as  are  hereby  expressly  al¬ 
tered  or  extinguished. 
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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 


CANADA  BAPTIST  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY, 


INCORPORATED  BY  THE  STATUTE  OP  CANADA, 


8  Victoria^  Cliapter  46, 


For  promoting  the  following  objects : — 


First. — The  establishment  and  support  of  a  College  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  pious  young  men  for  the  Christian  Ministry,  and  for  General 
Education. 

Secondly.— The  support  of  Ministers  of  the  Baptist  denomination 
and  others,  whilst  engaged  in  preaching  the  gospel  or  communicating 
religious  instruction  in  Canada,  under  the  direction  of  the  Society. 

I.  Qualification  for  Membership. 

Every  subscriber  of  ten  shillings  annually,  donors  of  five  pounds, 
and  ministers  making  annual  collections  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  in 
their  respective  congregations,  shall  be  considered  members  thereof, 
and  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Society.  • 

II.  Government. 

1.  The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direc¬ 
tion  of  a  Committee  of  Management,  of  not  less  than  ten  persons, 
Members  of  the  Society,  (including  a  Treasurer  and  Secretaries,) 
with  power  to  add  to  their  number ;  five  of  them  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  all  shall  remain  in  office  until  others  are  appointed. 

2.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  be  authorised  to  constitute 
a  Corresponding  Committee,  consisting  of  such  members  of  the  Society 
as  they  shall  select,  resident  in  different  parts  of  the  Province,  who 
shall  be  requested  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Society  by  obtaining 
pecuniary  aid,  co-operating  with  agents,  and  otherwise,  in  their 
respective  districts ;  the  members  of  the  Corresponding  Committee 
being  eligible  to  attend  and  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  Committee  of 
Management. 
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3.  The  OflScers  of  the  Society  shall  be — 

A  Treasurer, 

Two  Corresponding  Secretaries, 

A  Recording  Secretary. 

4.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  meet  regularly  for  the 
despatch  of  business  on  the  tirst  and  third  Thursday  of  every  month, 
or  oftener,  by  adjournment,  if  they  think  proper,  at  such  place  and 

ihour  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint. 

} 

I 

5.  The  Secretaries  shall  be  empowered  to  convene  Special  Meetings 
of  the  Committee  of  Management  by  notice  given  to  each  member  of 
the  Committee,  at  least  twelve  hours  before  the  time  appointed  for 
isuch  Special  Meeting. 

6.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  be  authorised  to  appoint 
Sub- Committees,  from  among  its  members,  for  the  more  efficient 
despatch  of  the  several  matters  of  business  which  may  from  time  to 
time  require  attention;  the  proceedings  of  each  Sub-Committee  to  be 
regularly  reported  to  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  confirmed 
or  disapproved,  as  they  may  decide. 

7.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  appoint,  annually,  the 
Corresponding  Committee,  at  its  first  meeting,  and  place  on  it  one 
member,  at  least,  duly  qualified,  belonging  to  every  church  that  has 
contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  during  the  preceding  year. 

8.  The  members  of  the  Corresponding  Committee  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  by  proxy  on  all  questions  involving  any  alteration  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Society ;  notices  of  all  such  motions  shall  be  issued  from 
Montreal  six  weeks  before  the  General  Meeting  at  which  they  will 
be  considered  ;  and  copies  shall  be  sent  to  the  membei*s  of  the  Cor¬ 
responding  Committee. 

III.  Annual  Meeting, 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  in  the 
month  of  February,  when  the  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  aud  Committee 
of  Management  for  the  year  ensuing,  shall  be  chosen.  Auditors  of 
Accounts  appointed,  and  any  other  business  pertaining  to  the  Society 
transacted. 

IV.  The  College. 

.  1.  The  College  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  the 
Canada  Baptist  College. 

2.  The  course  of  study  shall  embrace,  as  far  as  possible,  all  those 
branches  of  Literature  aud  Science  which  are  usually  included  in 
collegiate  education. 

3.  The  period  of  study,  for  Theological  Students,  shall  be  four 
years,  subject,  however,  iu  all  cases,  to  the  discretion  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  of  Management,

4.  Young  men  who  have  already  commenced  preaching,  and  in 
whose  case  the  usual  classical  training  may  be  unnecessary  or  inex¬ 
pedient,  shall  be  admissible  to  a  two  years’  course  of  study. 

4 

5.  There  shall  be  two  vacations;  one  of  two  months,  at  the  close 
of  the  winter  session — and  one  of  a  fortnight  at  the  close  of  the  sum¬ 
mer  session. 

6.  An  examination  of  the  Students  shall  be  held,  by  competent 
persons,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  Committee,  at  the  close  of  each  winter 
session. 

7.  The  opening  of  each  session  shall  be  the  proper  and  regular 
time  for  admitting  Students ;  but  under  peculiar  circumstances  admis¬ 
sion  may  be  granted  during  a  session. 

8.  The  following  are  the  rules  respecting  the  admission  of  Theo¬ 
logical  Students : — 

(1.)  The  Candidate  desiring  admission  into  this  College  is  required 
to  apply  to  the  Committee,  through  one  of  the  Secretaries,  by  letter, 
briefly  stating,  in  his  own  words,  the  means  of  his  conversion,  and  his 
views  of  the  leading  articles  of  Christianity. 

(2.)  It  is  required  that  he  be  recommended  by  the  Church  to  which 
he  belongs,  as  having  a  good  moral  character,  as  possessed  of  real 
piety,  and  as  appearing  to  the  Church  to  be  endowed  with  such  talents 
and  qualifications  as  render  it  desirable  for  him  to  become  a  Student 
for  the  ministry ;  and  that  he  submit  to  such  trial  of  his  gifts  as  the 
Committee  shall  deem  proper. 

(3.)  If  the  Candidate  be  accepted  as  a  probationer,  the  Tutors  shall 
report  concerning  him  at  the  expiration  of  three  months,  or  sooner; 
and  if  the  report  of  the  Tutors  be  favourable,  and  the  Committee  be 
satisfied,  the  Candidate  is  then  admitted  for  the  remainder  of  the  term 
of  study. 

(4.)  It  is  recommended  that  the  Student,  on  being  admitted,  will 
unite  himself  with  a  Church  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  College. 

(5.)  The  Student  will  engage  at  the  time  of  his  admission,  that 
while  he  is  under  the  patronage  of  the  Society,  he  will  not  comply 
with  the  invitation  of  any  destitute  Church,  without  the  knowledge 
and  approbation  of  the  Tutors  and  Committee ;  and  that,  while  he 
continues  in  the  College,  he  will  submit  to  the  regulations  which  are 
now,  or  may  be  hereafter,  established  for  the  preservation  of  order, 
and  diligence  in  study. 

(6.)  The  expenses  of  board  and  instruction  will  be  borne  by  the 
Student,  as  far  as  he  is  able  to  do  so ;  or,  when  it  is  not  in  his  power, 
will  be  provided  by  the  Society.  In  all  cases,  however,  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  each  Student  will  furnish  himself  with  such  books  as  the 
Tutors  may  recommend. 

(7.)  The  continuance  of  the  Students  in  the  College  shall  in  all 
cases  depend  on  their  good  conduct,  the  Committee  of  Management 
being  empowered  to  dismiss  or  exclude  any  Student  who  shall  fail  to 
comply  with  the  rules  of  the  College,  or  shall  commit  any  offence 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  shall  render  such  dismiss 
sion  or  exclusion  necessary. 
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(8.)  Should  any  Student,  at  any  time,  while  under  the  patronage 
of  this  Society,  w'ish  to  close  his  connection  with  it,  he  shall  make 
known  his  wishes,  in  writing,  to  one  of  the  Secretaries;  and,  provided 
he  has  maintained  the  character  required,  and  contormed  to  the 
rules  of  the  College,  he  shall  receive  an  honourable  dismission. 

(9.)  Should  any  Student,  after  receiving  theological  education  at 
the  expense  of  the  Society,  relinquish  the  ministry,  or  leave  the  colony 
for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  ministerial  labour  in  some  other  part 
of  the  world,  it  is  expected  that  the  expeuaes  of  his  education  shall  be 
refunded. 

(10.)  Young  persons  may  be  admitted  as  general  Students,  on  such 
terms  as  the  Committee  shall  appoint.  They  must  not  be  under 
fourteen  years  of  age ;  and  in  every  instance  a  certificate  of  good 
moral  character  will  be  required. 

V.  Religious  Qualification, 

No  person  shall  hold  any  office  in  the  Society,  or  have  any  share 
in  its  management,  whose  religious  sentiments  are  not  in  accordance 
with  the  following  doctrines,  viz  : — The  divine  inspiration  of  the 
Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  and  their  absolute  suffi¬ 
ciency,  as  the  only  authorized  guide  in  matters  of  religion  ; — the 
existence  of  three  equal  persons  in  the  Divine  Essence,  the  Father, 
the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit ; — the  total  and  universal  depravity  of 
mankind  — the  atoning  efficacy  of  the  death  of  Christ; — free  justifi¬ 
cation  of  believers  by  his  imputed  righteousness  ; — the  necessity  and 
efficacy  of  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  conversion  and  sancti¬ 
fication  ; — the  spirituality  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  and  his  supreme 
and  sole  authority  in  the  Church  ; — the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  both 
of  the  just  and  the  unjust; — the  general  judgment ; — the  everlasting 
misery  of  the  ungodly,  and  the  everlasting  happiness  of  the  righteous; 
— the  baptism  of  believers  only,  by  immersion  ;  and  the  congregational 
order  of  the  churches. 

VI.  Accounts. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  manage  the  receipts  and  expenditure  under 
the- orders  of  the  Society,  and  keep  his  accounts  in  such  manner  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  directed  by  the  auditors,  subject  to  the 
oontroul  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 

2.  The  accounts  of  the  Society  shall  be  closed  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December  in  each  year,  and  audited  within  one  month  from 
that  date. 

VII.  Alteration  of  Constitution. 

No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  this  Constitution  except  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Society  convened  according  to  the  Act  of  Incorporation  ; 
the  proposed  alteration  or  alterations  not  being  at  variance  with  the 
objects  of  the  Society,  as  declared  in  the  Act,  having  been  previously 
submitted  to  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  approved  of  by  at 
least  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  such  Committee.

FOB 

THE  DISTRICT  AUXILIARIES. 


1.  That  this  Society  be  designated  The 

hsTRicT  Auxiliart  to  the  Canada  Baptist  Missionary 

lOCIETY. 

2.  That  this  Auxiliary  will  undertake  the  following  duties, 
a  accordance  with  the  Besolution  of  the  Parent  Society,  viz. : 

To  devise  and  carry  into  effect  plans  for  the  efficient 
collection  of  funds. 

To  advise  the  General  Committee,  from  time  to  time, 
respecting  Stations,  Labourers,  &c.,  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict. 

To  exercise  a  general  superintendence  over  the  Dis¬ 
trict,  in  co-operation  with  any  Missionaries  or 
Agents  employed  by  th^  Society  j  yet  always  under 
the  control  of  the  General  Committee. 

To  report  periodically  to  the  General  Committee  the 
state  of  Beligion,  and  of  the  Churches,  in  the 
District. 

3.  That  all  persons  living  within  the  District,  and  sub¬ 
scribing  at  the  rate  of  One  Penny  per  week,  or  more,  or  Five 
Pounds  currency  at  one  time,  shall  be  Members  of  this 
Auxiliary.

It  is  needful  for  every  youth  who  attends  school,  to  have 
considerable  exercise,  that  shall  call  into  activity  the  various 
parts  of  the  corporeal  system,  and  also  serve  to  refresh  iht 
mind.  Many  students  are  said  to  have  shortened  their  da^rs 
by  hard  study,  when  the  real  fact  no  doubt  is,  that  they  died 
for  want  of  proper  exercise.  Hence,  to  counteract  this,  and 
help  the  indigent,  arrangements  are  made  to  afford  several 
with  opportunities  for  labor,  by  which  they  may  in  part,  de¬ 
fray  their  expenses  while  at  school.  And  the  design  is  to 
extend  these  arrangements  as  fast  as  may  be  practicable. 

APPARATUS. 

There  is  connected  with  this  Institution  a  valuable  Appa¬ 
ratus  for  the  illustration  of  the  natural  sciences,  and  also  a 
small  cabinet,  containing  specimens  in  Minerology,  Geology, 
Conchology,  &c.  The  determination  is  to  afford  students 
good  ^facilities  for  having  their  studies  illustrated  and  made 
clear,  so  far  as  apparatus  and  lecturing  will  do  it. 

ADMISSION. 

The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  school  are  published,  so 
that  any  youth  on  coming  here  may  read  for  himself  and  un¬ 
derstand  them.  None  are  desired  to  enter  the  Institution 
but  those  ot  good  moral  character,  and  who  design  to  com¬ 
ply  with  Its  regulations,  which  have  been  formed  with  a  con¬ 
scientious  regard  to  the  moral  and  intellectual  welfare  of 
the  students.  If  any  on  being  here  awhile,  are  found  to 
possess  'such  habits,*or  trails  of  character,  as  are  inconsistent 
with  good  improvement,  or  with  the  peace  and  harmony  of 
the  school,  after  giving  them  proper  opportunities  of  reform, 
they  will  be  returned  to  their  friends  with  as  little  exposure 
as  is  consistent  with  the  welfare  of  the  Institution. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  course  of  discipline  is  intended  to  be  of  a  character 
embracing  mildness  and  also  decision.  It  is  thought  prefer¬ 
able  in  all  cases  to  appeal  to  the  understanding  and  better 
feelings  of  youth.  But  when  these  cannot  be  moved  other 
means  are  resorted  to. 

EXPENSE. 

For  tuition  in  English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Reading, 
Writing,  Geography,  Watts,  History,  Rhetoric,  Moral  Sci- 
'ence  or  Political  EJgonomy,  $4  will  be  charged.  For  each 
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of  the  higher  branches  and  languages,  75  cents  will  be 
charged  till  the  amount  comes  up  to  $5,50.  But  no  student 
will  be  required  to  pay  more  than  that,  let  him  take  up  as 
many  studies  as  he  may,  except  in  case  offMusic,  Drawing, 
Drafting  and  Painting.  The  expense  of  these  will  be  $2 
per  quarter.  At  present,  $1  is  charged  for  Vocal  Music,  and 
$S  for  instrumental,  including  the  use  of  Piano.  No  extra 
charge  is  made  to  those  who  receive  instruction  in  writing 
from  one  of  the  teachers,  as  this  is  taught  by  one  of  them, 
and  all  can  attend  to  it  who  wish.  But  those  who  take  les¬ 
sons  of  such  as  devote  their  attention  mostly  to  teaching  this 
branch,  and  come  into  the  place  to  give  especial  instruction 
in  it,  will  have  to  see  to  this  themselves,  as  the  Institution  has 
nothing  to  do  with  such  expense. 

Price  of  board  will  be  according  to  the  cost  of  provisions, 
not  however  to  exceed  $l  50  per  week.  For  rent  of  room 
and  furniture,  students  are  charged  from  $1  50  to  $2  50 
each  per  quarter,  and  for  washing,  three  cents  a  piece. — 
They  furnish  their  own  lights,  and  pay  for  warming  their 
rooms,  the  actual  expense  of  this  being  apportioned  equally 
among  them.  Ladies  have  the  opportunity  of  doing  their 
own  washing, 

Any  student  who  may  wish  to  attend  by  the  year  and 
have  all  found,  may  be  furnished  with  board,  rent,  fuel,  lights 
four  pieces  washed  per  week,  tuition,  and  all  needful  station¬ 
ary,  at  $120,  per  year.  This  not  to  include  instrumental  mu¬ 
sic,  or  drawing  and  painting.  The  same  proportion  for  one, 
two,  or  three  terms. 

COMMON  SCHOOL  TEACHERS  AND  LECTURES. 

For  the  express  benefit  of  those  who  are  to  go  out  for  the 
purpose  of  teaching  common  schools,  especial  instruction  will 
be  given  in  the  Fall  Terms,  and  at  other  times  if  required. — 
This  class  will  receive  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  subject  of 
school-teaching, 

A  course  of  lectures  will  also  be  given  on  some  of  the  nat¬ 
ural  sciences  and  Rhetoric,  ^ach  term. 

VACATIONS,  &c. 

The  year  is  divided  into  four  Terms  or  Quarters,  of  eleven 
weeks  each,  except  the  summer  term,  which  is  twelve  weeks, 
the  fall  term  to  commence  on  the  third  Monday  of  August, 
in  twelve,  twenty-four  and  thirty-six  weeks,  from  which  the 
winter,  spring  and  summer  terms  respectively  to  commence. 
This  gives  one  week  for  the  fall,  winter  and  spring  vacations 
each,  and  four  for  the  summer.  The  Academical  year  is 
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reckoned  as  commencing  with  the  Fall,  and  closing  with  the 
Summer  term.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  is  a  public  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  school,  and  also  a  public  exhibition.  The 
school  likewise  passes  an  examination  at  the  close  of  the  oth¬ 
er  terms. 

Note. — The  coming  fall  term  will  commence  on  the  F.t 
Monday,  of  August,  and  the  winter  term  in  twelve  weeks,  af¬ 
ter  which  the  above  arrangements  will  go  into  effect. 

ACCOMxMODATIONS  &c. 

By  reference  to  the  annexed  engraving,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  Seminary  is  composed  of  a  spacious  central  building, 
and  two  wings  connected  to  the  centre  by  two  blocks.  The 
centre  affords  rooms  for  the  teiichers,  library,  apparatus 
room,  and  public  halls  ;  the  two  blocks  contain  recitation 
rooms,  and  the  wings  contain  the  private  rooms  for  the  stu¬ 
dents.  The  ladies  occupy  the  left,  and  the  gentlemen  the 
right.  No  intercourse  is  allowed  between  the  two  depart¬ 
ments,  except  that  they  take  their  meals  at  the  same  table  ; 
they  meet  also  in  the  same  halls  for  religious  meetings,  and 
attend  lectures  in  the  same  classes.  They  also  have  an  as¬ 
sociation  held  about  once  in  two  weeks,  in  which  they  have 
the  opportunity  of  free  social  conversation,  some  of  the  teach¬ 
ers  being  present.  But  all  private  intercourse  is  prohibited. 

Those  gentlemen  or  ladies  who  come  to  visit  their  friends, 
or  do  any  business,  will  please  call  at  the  centre  building, 
when  they  will  be  accommodated  with  a  parlor,  in  which 
they  can  see  their  friends,  or  transact  what  business  they 
wish. 

LOCATION. 

The  Institution  is  located  on  the  Hartford  turnpike,  nine 
miles  west  ot  Providence,  in  a  very  pleasant  country,  stands 
on  a  small  eminence,  commanding  a  view  of  a  few  neat  vil¬ 
lages,  and  also  three  places  of  worship,  situated  near.  The 
scenery  in  the  summer  is  delightful.  If  there  are  any  cool, 
refreshing  breezes,  they  are  felt  at  the  Seminary.  The  build¬ 
ing  stands  about  one-half  mile  from  any  of  the  villages,  so 
that  it  is  quite  retired  from  all  the  bustle  and  noise  of  busi¬ 
ness.  Stages  pass  every  day.  Hence  it  is  easy  of  access- 
from  any  part  of  the  country.  The  fare  from  Boston  to  this 
place  is  $2,12  1-2. 

The  Seminary  buildings,  have  the  present  season,  under¬ 
gone  thorough  repairs.  The  private  rooms  are  fitted  up  in 
good  style.  No  pains  will  be  spared  to  render  the  Institu¬ 
tion  an  agreeable  resort  to  those  youths  of  good  habits,  who 
wish  to  obtain  an  education!
